That $100,000 Appropriation. 


The Carson Appeal says: 

The Repo Gazette is up in arms 
against the $100,000 appropriation for 
water „ It thinks the money 
ought not to have been taken from the 

ool fund. 

At the special election held last win- 
ter, the people decided by their votes 
that they no longer ca to see tied 
up in the School fund, money that 
might be of service in developing the 
industries of the State. A noing 
had to be made somewhere, and tt was 
decided the Carson river was a good 
point to begin. We believe that the 
experiment will prove of such benefit 
te the State that this appropriation 
will only bea beginning to wbat will 
follow. 


“A beginning had to be made 
somewhere,” says the Appeal, “and 
it was decided that the Carson 
river was a good point te begin.” 
We would ask who decided that 
important question? Certainly 
not the bill itself; so it is fair to 
presume that the millmen on the 
Carson river decided it, and that is 
just what the Gazerre objects to. 
The spending of $100,000 by a 
Board, the majority of whom are 
clearly in the interest of the mills, 
is too much money to intrust to 


such a Board. The GAzerreE be- 
lieves that it was the understand- 


ing that the Board should investi- 
gate the matter closely and spend 
the money where it would do the 
most good to the greatest number, 
but after they had lobbied it 
through and named the commis- 
sion with ene exception, namely, 
Clark of Humboldt, that they 


wanted and took the chances of 


Blakeslee effecting his (Clark’s) 


resignation and getting himself 


appointed, a scheme which subse- 
quent events proved to be correct, 
the mask was pulled off and the 
true intent of its managers became 


known. 

Now, we would like toask the Ga-

The whole town was shocked, 
as there never before occurred such a 
wholesale shooting in the history ol 
the county.

A Prepositien te Dam Lake Ten- 
ayo, California. 

The Merced (Cal.) Erpress says: 
Lake Tenayo, at the head of the Mer- 
ced river in Yosemite Valley, is very 
low and affords the best opportunity 
now for laying the foundation of a dam 


that may occur for many years. Some 
time in the future, when the increased 
population of Merced plains needs all 
the water supply of the Yosemite re- 
gion for irrigation purposes, this lake 
will be utilized. actical observers 
report that originally a deep lake of 
large area existed at that of Yo 
semite. That the ancient barrier worn 
by the glaziers and floods of many pre- 
historic centuries can be replaced at 
less than the cost of the construction 
of a lowland reservoir of a small frac- 
tion of Tenayo’s restored capacity.
